What are yoq 
going tu du7 We will congregate la 
towns and you give ua charters under 
the royal haml by which we will h.n .• Ih'" 
lawful authority, to exercise prerogativea 
of government In this locality.

TEACHERS INSTITUTE. 

The Ohio County Teachers Institute. 
Which was held In the Court House at 
BartfarS, August ath to Saptamber 1st 
laehMhre, waa one of the moat interest- 
Iny and Instrurtlve ever held In the 
comity. It was attended by practically 
every teacher in the county, and all 
showed the keenest Interest in the 
varloua proceedings. As a full report 
of the Inatltute la ahortly to be pub- 
lished In booklet form we touch the 
subject but IlKlitly In this edition. We 
take lleasarc liouevo' in publlslilnK. 'n 
connection with an illustration of the 
ttaehcra. a history, or more properly 
apeahlngr a letter, from Profeaaor W. U. 
Stewart of Hoaine, one ot the oldeat.it 
not the oldcat teacher hi tMilo county 

to I'ny. 

The piihlle sehools in Oiilo .omiiy 
were organised in IfOU. Prior to that 
dato there were a very few acliools of 
any kind hi rural dlatrlcta and there 
were a large per cent, of llllteraey In 
the county. In iKM a law went Into i f- 
fec t to lay the rounty off Into licluiol 
• llstrh'tM and to elect truateea in ea<?h 
district.

Um. In tho year of inO the first Inatl- 
tute convened at Hartford. Mr. Frank 
GroKory was commissioner and Prof. 
Town Instriutor. There has been Instl- 
tut'' held HI tlie county every y>nr sin.,.. 
Some times we iiad an Instructor from 
Bome other county and some times 
they were run by the teacher* ot the 
county. In 187S we had an Institute of 
two wteks. It was run on the order 
of a iiot tiial. \\ f had I T. Ileiinols from 
l.ipi i'Viile with us: lie had el arne ^<( 
reading and spelling. Mr. Uregory taught 
arithmetic, Prof. Haynes grammar and 
Prof. Hockena history. We had a nice 
time and I think It waa of great benefit 
to tli<. teaehei. I'oi- there were .i v..;y 
few of IIS that hud had any prof< ssioiial 
training. There were more enthusiasm 
In that institute than any that I ever 
attended.
